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The Holy of Holies 


EVANGELIST J. B. MERRITT 


“Having therefore, brethren, boldness 
to enter into the holiest by the blood of 
Jesus,” Heb. 10:19. : 


Every Bible student knows that the 
tabernacle was divided into two rooms, 
or sanctuaries, which were variously 
called the first and second veil, or the 
holy place and the holy of holies. A 
distinct analogy may be drawn between 
the tabernacle and the regenerated and 
sanctified lives. The first sanctuary is 
symbolic of the regenerated life; the sec- 
ond sanctuary or inner room is sym- 
bolic of the sanctified life. The differ- 
ence between the two rooms is seen in 
the manner in which they were con- 
structed and furnished. The first thing 
realized on entering the holy of holies 
was deep quiet. Heavy folds of drapery 
separated this inner room from the other 
parts of the tabernacle. In like manner 
one of the outstanding features of the 
sanctified life is the divine stillness 
which settles down over all the soul fac- 
ulties. The soul possesses not only peace 
with God but the peace of God; the 
Dove of Peace spreads her wings above 
their restlessness, a strange and heaven- 
ly quietness fills the whole being. There 
is a sense of fulness, a sense of being 
inwardly healed, an exquisite experience 
of purity, while the soul fairly melts 
under the baptism of perfect love. And 
through all and in all the Spirit of God 
whispers to the soul. This is sanctifica- 
tion. 

The second noticeable fact on enter- 
ing the holy of holies is that it was a 
hidden place. When the high priest en- 
tered the holy of holies on the great day 
of atonement the people gazed after 
him, but no one dared to follow him 
and he was hidden from view of the peo- 
ple. Just so, the moment we are sanc- 
tified a curtain drops behind us and we 
enter upon a hidden life which the 
world and the unsanctified church fail 
to comprehend. John says, “To him 
that overcometh will I give....a 
white stone, and in the stone a new name 
written, which no man knoweth saving 
he that receiveth it,” Rev. 2:17. It is a 
hidden life. With God its motives, its 
humility, its joy, its self-sacrifice, its 
silence and its testimony, are all misun- 
derstood by the world and by the un- 
sanctified church. The sanctified life is 
a life that is hidden from evil and from 
the strife of tongues. We notice the ark 
typifies the sanctified heart. God’s plan 
and purpose in redemption is to bring 
the human heart into the holy of holies. 
We observe the table of law known as 
the Ten Commandments. This is God’s 
promise concerning laws in our hearts. 
In the old covenant the law of God was 


written on tables of stone and placed 
within the ark in the holy of holies but 
in the new covenant the law of God. 
God writes His laws in the believer’s 
heart. This makes religion easy. Concern- 
ing this new covenant, Jeremiah says: 
“Behold,: the days come saith the Lord, 
that I will make a new covenant with 
the house of Israel, and with the house 
of Judah: Not according to the cove- 
nant that I made with their fathers in 
the day that I took them by the hand 
to bring them out of the land of 
Egypt; which my covenant they brake, 
although I was an husband unto them, 
saith the Lord: but this shall be the 
covenant that I will make with the house 
of Israel; After those days, saith the 
Lord, I will put my law in their inward 
parts, and write it in their hearts; and 
will be their God, and they shall be my 
people. And they shall teach no more 
every man his neighbour, and every 
man his brother, saying, Know the Lord: 
for they shall all know me, from the 
least of them unto the greatest of them, 
saith the Lord: for I will forgive their 
iniquity, and I will remember their sin 
no more,” Jer. 31:31-34. 

Dear hearts, what a great privilege 
God has given mankind, what a great 
promise to forgive and forget our sin, 
and we no longer have to stand out 
and gaze after an high priest but can 
have the high priest enthroned in our 
hearts. Notice God said He would write 
His laws on the tables of our hearts, so 
when God puts His laws within us and 
the Comforter, which is the Holy Ghost, 
comes to abide, He causes us to live a 
free spontaneous life. Having His in- 
dwelling Spirit, the yoke is easy, the 
burden is light. We run and are not 
weary. All the ways of religion become 
ways of pleasantness; all its paths be- 
come paths of peace. God does not want 
you to make a sacrifice until your heart 
wants to make it, until it ceases to be 
a sacrifice. God does not want you to 
struggle until you wear out your life. 
God wants you to take something from 
Him that will make all these things a 
pleasure and a delight to you. God wants 
to put in your heart the law of life 
that will run your life. God has made a 
great law of love and given it to this 
world of ours. It is the key to human 
poetry and it is the secret of the great- 
est pleasures of the ages. 

“T will put my law in their inward 
parts, and write it in their hearts.” The 
heart is the seat of the affections and all 
religious powers. It is then that duty 
becomes a delight, service a joy, and 
crosses become wings instead of weights 
to the soul. Love drives our chariot 
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wheels. The yoke is lined with love and 
is worn with songs. In Ezek. 36:26-27 
He said He would do more than write 
His laws in us. He said He would give 
us a new heart “and a new spirit will I 
put within you,” thus saith the Lord 
God, “and will cause you to walk in my 
statutes, and ye shall keep my judg- 
ments and do them.” So you can plain- 
ly see this is not patching up the old 
Adam and trying to do better, but a 
new heart, a new man from above, comes 
to live within us. “And a new spirit 
will I put within you.” This is not the 
divine Spirit which was made by the 
power of God. This new spirit is not 
God; it is you. It is the new personali- 
ty from above. Now in addition to this 
new heart and this new spirit, God 
promises to put His Spirit within us. 
This is none other than God Himself 
coming to take up His abode within us. 
This is what is meant by the fulness of 
the sanctified life. 


As a result of His divine law within 
our hearts and the Holy Ghost within 
our new spirit, let us notice the next 
step. I will “cause you to walk in my 
statutes and ye shall keep my judg- 
ments and do them. ” This is the secret 
of a happy victorious Christian life, God 
working from the inside.

Precious Things 
Precious BLoop To REDEEM 

‘And if ye call on the Father, who 
without respect of persons judgeth ac- 
cording to every man’s work, pass the 
time of your sojourning here in fear: 
Forasmuch as ye know that ye were not 
redeemed with corruptible things, as 
silver and gold, from your vain conver- 
sation received by tradition from your 
fathers; But with the precious blood of 
Christ, as a lamb without blemish and 
without spot,” 1 Peter 1:17-19. 

When we meditate on these precious 
promises it brings to our hearts and 
minds how good the Lord is to us. There 
was a time when only the seed of Abra- 
ham had access to God, but God gave 
His Son to the world and He is with- 
out respect of persons or nations, but 
whosoever calleth on Him may have 
eternal life. The love of God should 
take the fear of the world and temporal 
things out of our hearts, but we must 
fetain the fear of God and this fear 
should bring us into obedience and the 
acceptance of His truth. 

It is a precious thought when we 
think that we are not redeemed by cor- 
ruptible things. Back in  Israel’s day 
God’s wrath was appeased when they 
made sacrifices, but since Jesus came 
and was sacrificed for us we may be 
redeemed by His precious blood. The 
word “redemption” means the act of 
buying back or paying the price for. 
It was taken from the slave market 
where one would offer whatever price it 
took to redeem a slave and set him free. 
So Jesus paid the price for us and today 
if we accept Him by faith His precious 
blood will redeem us from our sins. He 
took the place of the sacrificial lamb 
and once for all completed salvation for 
a lost and dying world. It makes no dif- 
ference how poor one may be or how 
deeply in sin he may have gone, if he 
will once accept Jesus as his Savior he 


can be made free. The plan is complete. 
The only thing lacking is for those who 
are in sin to accept Christ as their per- 
sonal Savior. 

Precious FairH To TRY 

“That the trial of your faith, being 
much more precious than of gold that 
perisheth, though it be tried with fire, 
might be found unto praise and honour 
and glory at the appearing of Jesus 
Christ.” 1 Peter 1:7. 

Peter is here trying to tell the saints 
how their faith will be tried and that 
in these trials they will find something 
more precious than gold. Gold has al- 
ways been the most precious metal in 
the world. This is because of its great 
value. But when Jesus came and made 
it possible for us to have salvation 
through Him, then trials began. Ac- 
cording to Peter’s statement there is 
something in trials that can not be had 
any other way. He speaks of these trials 
as one being tried by fire. When we are 
severely tried we should remember that 
it is because God loves us dearly and 
He is fixing to purify us as gold is puri- 
fied by fire. He does this that we might 
be found of Him in praise and honor. 
I am satisfied that many saints have 
been tried at the very close of their lives 
for no other purpose than to get them 
ready for the coming of Jesus for He 
will appear in glory and all that are 
purified will appear with Him. Peter 
is telling the saints that they had not 
seen Jesus but yet they loved Him and 
their faith and belief would bring to 
them great joy. It is such a blessed thing 
to lean on the great arm of God in trial. 

Before Jesus came, those who were 
tried went to the altar of sacrifice and 
called on those who were set apart to 
pray, to help them. But now we can go 
to Jesus our high priest and one that has 
been tempted in all points like as we, 
yet He was found worthy and came out 
more than conqueror. This was all done 
for our help and encouragement and I 
am sure God will bring us out if we 
will only follow on to know Him. Job 
was a perfect man of his day and was 
carrying out the plan that God had for 
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him, and as he fell into trial his fel- 
lowmen criticized and accused him of 
departing from the faith of God, but 
Job said he knew in whom he had put 
his trust-and he would trust Him 
though He slew him. So let us rise up 
and be strong and remember that there 
is victory for us if we try to trust and 
overcome. 


Precious STONE To UPHOLD 

‘As newborn babes, desire the sincere 
milk of the word, that ye may grow 
thereby: If so be ye have tasted that the 
Lord is gracious. To whom coming, as 
unto a living stone, disallowed indeed of 
men, but chosen of God, and precious. 
Ye also, as lively stones, are built up a 
Spiritual house, an holy priesthood, to 
offer up spiritual sacrifices, acceptable 
to God by Jesus Christ. Wherefore also 
it is contained in the scripture, Behold, 
I lay in Sion a chief corner stone, elect, 
precious: and he that believeth on him 
shall not be confounded. Unto you 
therefore which believe he is precious: 
but unto them which be disobedient, the 
stone which the builders disallowed, the 
same is made the head of the corner,” 1 
Peter 2:2-7. 

The children of God should be tender 
and obedient because they are compared 
to new-born babes. They should study 
the Word of God and receive their very 
life from it. As we come unto Jesus we 
realize that He is alive and while He 
was rejected by the Jewish authorities 
and put to death, He is alive today and 
alive forevermore.

It is strange 
how men have built churches and by 
their efforts organized bodies of be- 
lievers and set aside so many of the 
fundamental principles of righteousness 
which come through Jesus our rock. In 
our life and testimony and construction 
work, we are to uphold Him as_ the 
rock of our salvation and the One upon 
whom the Church is built. The minis- 
ters should be a holy priesthood anointed 
of God to offer up spiritual sacrifices 
acceptable to Him. 

As time passes by I get a greater in- 
sight of the magnifying of Jesus and 
the minifying of the efforts of perish- 
able men. We should at all times be firm 
and steadfast in*the faith and uphold 
Jesus as the chief one and as the great 
councilor and advisor and the intercessor

Chengannur P. O. 

Travancore, S. India 

Nov. 22, 1938 
Dearest Dad: 

I intended to get you a letter in this 
week’s mail, but failed, so I will begin 
now on this one in order to get it ready 
for sure for next week’s mail. Wish we 
could write you every week personally, 
but I know you do not expect that, 
since the letters sent to Cleveland are 
to you alsc. However, you must remem- 
ber that we surely do appreciate your 
good letters. They always bring us en- 
couragement. I know you are bound to 
run close financially, so if you need the 
postage for something else, don’t feel 
obligated to send a letter every week 
without missing. For some reason, we 
did not get a letter from mama this 
week; guess we will get two next time, 
due to a delay somewhere. I’m sorry 
you will miss getting a letter one week, 
for the week I was in the hospital when 
the baby was born no letter came to you 
by regular mail, just the air mail letter 
was sent. 

We certainly are glad the Lord is 
blessing your work. Also glad the quilt 
is going over the top. We do not quite 
understand about it. Is there a contest 
on? Or do you get to keep the quilt for 
’ whatever amount you raise for B. T. S. 
here in India during the year? In other 
words, are you competing with anyone 
else? Is anyone else working to raise 
more than you do for it? Will the of- 
ferings come over here as they are sent 
in during the year, or will they be sent 
in a lump sum at the close of the year? 
You asked me to let you know how 
much we receive from West Virginia 
for this cause. No money is sent to us 


from Headquarters. Our allowance 
comes in the one check sent to the 
Cooks. The Cooks receive the full 


amount given from the mission fund for 
this field, and they give it out where 
it belongs, so I suppose we will have no 
way of knowing how much comes for 
the B. T. S. from your work, unless it 
is designated in the letter to the Cooks 
and they tell us. 

Hoyle has just been in some special 
meetings in- North Travancore, where 
we are to be stationed as soon as we get 
hold of the language and customs suf- 
ficiently to go to ourselves. We want to 
start a Bible school in this district. Hope 


we can hit upon a plan to raise enough 
money for that purpose by the time we 
are ready to go there to stay. The Lord 
richly poured out His power in those 
special meetings last week. This week 
they are having workers’ meeting in 
Chengannur, and next week the Tamil 
convention in Madura, the city of 
temples. 

My Sunday School is still progressing 
nicely. Next Sunday will be the last 
until we return during next hot season. 
I have planned a little program, some 
pieces of poetry and some special songs, 
and I plan to give them some kind of 
a treat. I have taught them the chorus 
“Everybody Ought to Love Jesus,” then 
the little song, “Singing in the Rain Be- 
fore the Sun Shines.” They learn read- 
ily, I hate to leave them, but trust the 
Lord will bless us again next hot season 
with even more in attendance. Attend- 
ance to this Sunday School is about fif- 
teen children who speak English. 

We surely appreciate the money you 
have sent. It came in the time of need 
all right, but I hope you did not have to 
suffer, or the family be deprived to send 
it to us. 

I am trying to answer all the questions 
you have asked and answer any part of 
your letter which I have not answered 
so far, so this letter must undoubtedly 
seem like “stew”—a little bit of every- 
thing left over in it! 

You asked if James, our cook, is a 
Christian. He is a Christian in name, but 
whether he has had a real change of 
heart or not, I’m not sure. You see 
some of these Indians are born of par- 
ents who have come out of heathenism 
into Christianity; therefore, by birth 
they are not heathen, but Christians. 
This is one thing that makes it difficult 
to reach some of them. They say they are 
Christians, when they really have no 
definite experience of salvation. We do 
wish you would pray for James to be 
really filled with the Holy Ghost. He 
eats native food, not the food we eat. 
However, he has worked for some 
American missionaries ever since he was 
a little boy, so he likes our food, some of 
it at least, I have found out. By the 
way, every chance I get I nibble on 
native food, so that I can become accus- 
tomed to it little by little. Some of it 
is very good, if they just wouldn’t put 
so much hot pepper and onions and gar- 
lic in it! 

Poor Brother in Germany. 
How we pray deliverance has come to 
him. Isn’t it awful how Germany is 
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treating the Jews too? If anything is 
likely to bring war soon, I think this 
situation will, for a great part of the 
world seems concerned about this, espe- 
cially since the U. S. has taken a bold 
attitude against the treatment. 

Sister Cook informs me _ there are 
about eighty out-stations with about 
4,000 members. I do not know about 
such statistics, I have to ask them about 
such things. The Minutes perhaps has a 
report of the work here. I suppose they 
sent in an annual report. 

No, we cannot say the Indians come 
in large numbers. Of course, there are 
revivals at times in certain places when 
quite a number receive the Holy Ghost, 
five in one place I know of, and six or 
seven in another. I know of a missionary 
in North India who has labored in one 
place for twenty years and has only one 
conversion. Another missionary working 
near here for three years has twenty 
real conversions but none of them have 
received the Holy Ghost. I think the 
percentage of backsliding is not greater 
here than in the U. S., if it is as great. 

Let me tell you what is very pitiful 
out here. At home we are not surprised 
to find church members of the denom- 
inational churches and even ministers of 
those churches who do not have a- 
change of heart—Christian in name on- 
ly, not truly at heart. But never did I 
expect to find such here. I thought all 
were either heathen or Christian. But 
quite the contrary! There are Moham- 
medans and Hindus who accept noth- 
ing of the Christian faith, pure heathen. 
But these denominational churches have 
sent out missionaries who have estab- 
lished works out here which are mere re- 
flections of the churches at home, so 
that we find many Indians who say they 
are Christians but really only are mem- 
bers of some church and have not an ex- 
perimental salvation. No doubt many 
of their parents or grandparents did 
step out of Hinduism and experience a 
heartfelt salvation; then when the chil- 
dren were born, they were born into 
Christian homes, not Hindu homes, 
therefore, they say they are Christians. 
No amount of arguing with such will 
avail anything, only true conviction 
from God makes them see their need. 
I am not speaking to discredit the work 
these denominations have done, for 
they have done much good. But even 
now some of the missionaries they send 
out seem not to have a real experience 
themselves. I am not judging. Just the 
other day Grace, the Indian woman who 
is helping me, was telling me the names 
of certain missionaries who go to the 
movies, or cinemas, as they are called 
here because that is what the British 
call them. Yes, the devil has brought 
the movies all the way to India! Thank 
God it is only in the larger towns, and

My Personal Testimony

It is said, Beauty is only skin deep, 
but ugly is to the bone; when beauty 
fades away, ugly will hold its own. 


First, there are different ideas of beau- 
ty. In China small feet are thought beau- 
tiful. In one nation, I am told, a square 
band is put on the head in youth to cause 
the head to grow square. This is thought 
beautiful. I read where they have dimple 
makers to make dimples for beauty. Oh 
well, we know most all little country 
towns have their beauty parlors now and 
poor people have money to spend in 
them. Plastic surgeons can now change 
the shape of the face, nose, ears, cut off 
loose skin on the face, above the ears, 
cover it up and not leave a scar; they can 
give you a classic nose or a Roman nose, 
thin ears, etc., arch the eyebrows till 
they look like they are swimming in 
bliss. Oh, the thousands of women who 
suffer agony and torture to be called 
beautiful, to be flattered, called charm- 
ing, while they tea and bridge, etc. 

Now we come to the text, Prov. 31: 
30, “Favour is deceitful, and beauty is 
vain: but a woman that feareth the 
Lord, she shall be praised.” Favor (per-

false beauty will come off (consume 
away, Psa. 39:11) in the very time and 
place we would need it so badly.

Afterwards 
she got happy, began to shout and the 
wig fell out in the presence of all. 


Carnal beauty is the devil’s trap. 
Prov. 6:23-25; 7:27. Many men have 
been trapped like this. Poison from the 
reptile’s mouth is said to be very beau- 
tiful. King David’s eyes were poisoned 
by beauty, 2 Sam. 11:2. Beauty caused 
Abraham to act (not tell) a lie, Gen. 
13:11-13. It caused Absalom’s death, 
the beautiful long hair caused his death, 
he had his head lifted. Beauty caused 
Satan to be cast out, or down, Ezek. 28: 
17. Beauty caused the first sin. Eve was 
led away by something pleasing to the 
eye. The majority of people go for that 
that looks good these days, the quality 
is not so much considered, it’s the looks 
that count. 


We need to follow Jesus more. He was 
not out for show, looks nor beauty and 
His beauty was not so much desired. Isa. 
§3:2; Luke 19:21. He was an. austere 
man, a plain, unadorned, undecorated 
man. Zech. 9:9, Jesus came meek and 
lowly and the Jews stumbled because He 
did not come with majestic pomp. I may 
be criticized but I say when our people 
patronize beauty parlors and _ spend 
money in them I believe it’s giving that 
which is holy unto dogs. Oh, if they 
would spend the time and money spent 
in prayer and giving to the gospel, sure- 
ly God would be better pleased. Millions 
will be in hell who let carnal beauty car- 
ry them there. I believe it is high time 
God’s servants, prophets, should cry out 
against this damnable, insidious sin 
which is sapping the spirituality of some 
of our people.

not yet in the small, scattered villages. 
By the example of such missionaries, the 
native church members smoke, continue 
wearing their jewels (nose, arms, fingers, 
toes) and go to the movies. Dr. and Mrs. 
Holsted, devout Baptist missionaries, do 
not go nor allow their children to go to 
the movie, and they are very severely 
criticized by other missionaries with 
whom they are working! 

Yes, the Hindus are hard to get con- 
verted, and even when they begin to 
understand the plan of salvation, they 
do not accept readily, because when they 
turn from Hinduism, they are excom- 
municated, often times put out of their 
homes, and persecuted terribly, not even 
allowed to continue living in the same 
place. I think about one-fourth of In- 
dia’s population is so-called Christian, 
but this includes such people as I have 
just mentioned, also included are all the 
Catholics! 

Let me tell you how the Catholics do 
out here. They go into a community and 
build a beautiful church which immedi- 
ately attracts the Indian eye; then they 
pay the Indians about ten rupees (less 
than $5.00) to become a _ Catholic! 
They also furnish each family with 
some rice, and finally afford educa- 
tion for the children. Almost any In- 
dian’s god is his stomach! So you can 
get him to do almost anything for you, 
if he is hungry and you offer him food. 
I do not feel that I am yet in a position 
to pass an opinion upon the question, 
“If India had the opportunities of 
Christianity as does U. S., what would 
be the results?” Maybe I will pass an 
opinion on this after much more ex- 
tensive observation.
